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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In the prior action, examiner rejected claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Furuhashi et al. In response, applicant argued that the memory access reconciling 
signal 123 does detect the picture display position. Moreover, the memory accessing signal, 
although it may be synchronous with the display time signal, is not the same as the display 
timing signal. Examiner, after reviewing Furuhashi, agrees. In a further search, examiner found 
no prior art that anticipates or renders obvious the invention described in claims 1 - 4.
